des, and Cattalles, debtes, and euery thing to their ſaied certificat 
requiſite and neceſſarie to them declared. thelaied cõmiſſioners there 
being, ſhall by their diſcrectons appoincte, and limite vnto theſaied 
perſones another daie, and place to appeare afoze theſaied commiſ⸗ 
lioners. And charging theſated perſones that thei in the meane time 
hall make diligent inquirie, by al waies and meanes, of the pꝛemiſ⸗ 
ſes. Ind then and there euery of them, vpon peine of fozfaicture of 
x1.5.to the Ring, to appeare at theſaied newe pꝛefixed daie. and place 
there to certifle vnto theſaied Commiſſioners in wꝛiting, accoꝛding 
to their ſated charge, and accozding to the true intente of theſaied 
graunt of Sublidie, and as to them. in maner afoꝛeſaied, hath been 
declared and chewed by the Commiſſioners : At whiche daie, and 
place ſo to them pꝛefired, it any of theſated perſones make default, 
o2 appeare and refuſe to make theſaied certificat: that then euery of 
them ſo offending, to fozfaicte to the King.rl.5.ercept onely a reaſo⸗ 
nable ercuſe foꝛ his default by reaſon of ſickneſſe , oꝛ otherwiſe, by 
the othes of twoo credible perſones there witneſſed, be hadde. And 
of ſuche as appeare readie to make certificat, as is afozeſaied , the⸗ 
ſaied Commiſſioners there being chal take, and receiue theſame cer⸗ 
tificat, and euery parte therof : And the names, values, and ſub- 
ſtaunce of euery perſone ſo certified. And if theſame Commiſſioners 
ſee cauſe reaſonable , thei ſhall examme theſaied Pzeſenters therof 
and therupon theſaied Commiſſtoners. at theſated dates and place, 
by their agremente emong them ſelues, ſhall perelie during theſated 
twoo yeres , openlie there p2efite a date at a certaine place, oz pla- 
ces within the limites of their Commilſton, by their diſcrecion , foꝛ 
their ferther pzoceding to theſaied Alſeſſtngof theſame Sublidie.

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in landes, gooddes, Cattalles, oꝛ ſummes ot moneie owing to them 
o2 other ſubſtaunce befozeſated , then vpon ſuche perſone, oz perſo⸗ 
nes ſhalbe certified: Theſame Commiſſioners chal make their pꝛe⸗ 
cepte oꝛ pzeceptes directed to the Conſtable, Bailifes, oꝛ other offi⸗ 
cers,commaunding theſame Conſtables, Bailifes.oꝛ other officers, 
to whom Cſuche pzecepte halbe directed, to warne ſuche perſones, 
whoſe names chalbe compziled in thelaied pꝛecepte, at their manſi⸗ 
ons, oʒ to their perſones, that theſame perſones named in ſuche pze- 
teptes, and euery of them, ſhall perſonallie appeare befoze theſaied 
Commiſſioners at theſame newe pzeficed date,and place, there to be 
ſwoꝛne, and examined by all waies and meanes by theſaied Com- 
miſſioners,of their greateſt ſubſtaunce and beſt value, and of al and 
euery ſummes of moneie owing to them, and other whatſoeuer ma · 
tier concerning the pꝛemiſſes, oꝛ any of them, accoꝛding to this acte. 
At whiche date and place ſo pꝛefixed, theſated Commiſſioners then 
there being, 02 as many of them, as ſhalbe therunto appoincted by 
the Ktnges Commilſion , ſhall cauſe to be called theſated perſones, 
whole names chalbe compꝛiſed in theſated pꝛetepte, as is befozeſa- 
ied. foꝛ their examinatiõ. And if any of thoſe perſones whiche choulde 
be warned, as is befozeſaied, to be examined , whiche at any time 
after the warning, and befoze the pzefired daie, chalbe within ſuche 
place, where he maie haue knowelege of his ſaited apparaunce to be 
made, make defaulte, and appeare not, oneleſſe a reaſonable cauſe, 
oz els a reaſonable excuſe, by the othes of twoo credible perſones, 
befoze theſaied Commiſſioners be truelie alleged foz his diſcharge:

02 ought to haue been ſette at, foꝛ, and after the beſt value 
of his Landes, oz ſubſtaunce vpon him certified, if he hadde appea- 
red, by the diſcrecion of the Commiſſioners there being. And in like 
maner, if any of them ſuſpected, as is befozeſaied, appeare, and re- 
fuſe to bee (wozne, in fourme folawing : Then euery ſuche offens 
dour to bee fared and d to the King, with, and at the dou · 
ble lumme of the rate, that ye choulde, oz ought to haue been ſette 
at,foz, and after the beſt value o his ſubſtaunce vpon him certified 
by theſaied perſones that made the certificat , as is befozeſaied, by 
the diſcrecions of theſated Commiſſioners there then being. And e⸗ 
uery of the perſones ſo then and there appearmg,whoſe names (hal 
beerpzeſſed in theſated pꝛecepte, oz pꝛeceptes, and in whom anyive- 
hement ſuſpecte was, oꝛ albehadde , in fourme aboueſaied , hall 
trauaile with theſame perſone ſo ſuſpecte, by all ſuche waies and 
meanes thei can. And ferther theſaied Commiſſioners, oꝛ as many 
of them, as ſhalbe hereunto appoincted by theſated commiſſion, by 
their dilcrecions, hal openlie ſweare theſame 2 in this — 
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and fourme folowing. a 
CJ&hall faithfullie, truelie, and plainelie, accoꝛding to my knowe⸗ 
lege, hewe vnto you the Kinges Commiſſioners , and to other by 
you aſſigned, the beſt and greateſt value, oz aboue,of al mine yerelie 
pꝛofeictes in landes, tenementes, rentes, oꝛ ſuche other like poſleſſi- 
ons, perelie pꝛofite, and fee, and the beſt and greateſt value or all my 
gooddes, and cattalles, and ſummes of moneie to me owing, accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to the graunt of this acte and Sublidie, and truelie aunſwere 
to that J chalbe exammed ol, touching the pꝛemiſſes. without couine 
92 deceipte:ſo helpe me God, and the holie contentes of this Booke. 

And ik any perſone that choulde appeare, be excuſed, in fourme 
afozeſaied, by witneſſe of credible perſones ,theſame perſones chal⸗ 
be examined by their othes , of his, oz their greateſt and beſt value 
and ſubſtaunce ſo lacking, and excuſed ,and by the beſt of their cer⸗ 
tificat , oꝛ knowelege, oz of thother firſte certificat vpon hun, oz 
them made, theſame perſone ſo lacking and excuſed ofhis appa- 
raunce, to bee ſette and rated by theſated Commiſſioners,oz other- 
wiſe to be ſette and rated in this caſe , as chall ſeme beſt by the diſ- 
crecions of theſaied Commiſſioners , Ind ik it happen to bee pꝛo⸗ 
ued by witneſle , his owne confeſſion , oꝛ other lawefull wates, oz 
meanes, withm one pere after any ſuche othe made, that theſame 
perſone ſo taxed, and ſwozne,was of any greater, oꝛ better value in 
landes, gooddes, oꝛ other thinges aboue ſpecified, at the time of his 
ſaied othe, thẽ theſame perſone ſo ſ[wozne did declare vpon his othe. 
That then ſuche perſone ſo olkending, chall looſe and foꝛfaicte to 
the king, kowꝛe times ſo muche in lawefull moneie of Englande, 
as theſame perſone ſo lwoꝛne, was ſette , and taxed at to paie foz 
theſated Dubſidie.

ther the kinges lubiectes boꝛne withm this Realme, be charged, in 
fourme aboue remembzed : So that it extende to the perelie value, 
ot. xx. S.oꝛʒ aboue. | 

And if any perſone cerfified,oz rated, by bertue of this acte, be he 
Commrſſioner oz other, to any maner of value, dooeth finde him 
lelke greued with theſame pzeſentment.ſeſſing,oz facing, and ther- 
vpon complaine to the commiſſioners, befoꝛe whom he erated, 
ſeſſed, oꝛ tared,oz befoze twoo of them:That then theſated commiſ- 
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ſioners, (hall by al waies and meanes examine particularlie and dia 
ſtinctlie, the perſone ſocomplainaunt , and other his neighbours,by 
their diſcrecton , of euery his landes, and Tenementes aboue ſpect- 
fied, and of euery his gooddes, cattalles, and debtes aboue mencio⸗ 
ned, and after due examination, and perfeicte knowelege therof had, 
and perceiued by theſaied Commiſſioners whiche ail haue power 
by aucthoꝛitie afoꝛeſaied, theſaied Commiſſioners oꝛ twoo of them 
to whom any ſuche complainte chalbe made, by their diſcrecons, 
bpon the othe of theſaied perſone fo coplaming maie abate, defalte, 
encreaſe, oꝛ enlarge theſame alleſſement, às it hall aps 
peare to them iuſt vpon theſame examination: and theſame ſumme 
ſo abated, defalked, encreaſed, oꝛ enlarged to be ſtreated in fourme 
as hereafter enſueth , ſo that he cometh betoꝛe the eſtreates of the⸗ 
ſame aſſeſling be deliuered by theſaied Commiſſioners into the kins 
ges Eſchequier . Ind if it be pzoned by witneſſe, his owne confeſ- 
ion, oʒ other laweful waies oꝛ meanes, within a pere afterany ſuche 
othe made, that theſame perſone ſo taxed and \wozne, was any bet⸗ 
ter oꝛ greater value in landes, gooddes, oꝛ other es aboue ſpe- 
cified, at the time of his ſaied othe, then theſame perſone ſo ſ[wozne 
did declare vpon his ſaied othe: that then euery ſuche perſone ſo ofs 
fending, all looſe and foꝛfaicte to the king foure times fo muche in 
laweful monete of Englande. as theſame perſone ſo ſwoꝛne was ſet 
at, oꝛ taxed to pate. Ind al perſones ſet, rated, and taxed,as is afozes 
ſated, halbe bounde and charged by theſame, and the ſumme oꝛ ſums 
mes bpon him ſette, to be due towardes the paiement of theſated 
Sublidie, and to be leuied as hereafter chalbe ſpecified.

that any perſone be double charged foz theſaied Subſidie, neither 
ſette, oꝛ taxed at ſeueral places by reaſon of this acte, any thing con · 
teined in this pzeſent acte notwithſtanding. s 
And that it bee oꝛdemed by theſated aucthoꝛitie of this pꝛeſent 
Parlamente, that no perſone twoo manſions, oꝛ twoo pla. 
ces to reſozte vnto, oz calling himſelte houſholde ſeruaunt, oz wai⸗ 
ting leruaunt to the kinges highneſſe, oꝛ other Lozde,o2 Ladie, mai⸗ 
ter oz Maiſtreſſe bee excuſed vpon his ſatyng from the tare of the⸗ 
ſaied Sublidie in neither of the places where he mate be ſette, on⸗ 
tefle he bzinga tertiłicat in wꝛiting from the Commiſſioners, where
